Switched to the brand-new 
Eifuku Elementary School, 
which vas a new branch of 
the Suginami-ku school, 
for the fifth grade. 

You are 
reading a manga by the master 
himself; World-famous animator, 
Miyazaki Hayao - a man who totally 
deserves the status he holds.
